CARE OF BABY CHICKS 


____ (Continued from Page 1) 


coal in h»ppers before them. Feed 
a baby chick food of 50 per cent 
| fine oatmeal or a well-mixed com- 
mercial chick food. Hopper feed- 
ing is a sanitary poultry practise 
and is especially valuable in pre- 
venting disease. Feed chicks what 
they can consume in 15 or 20 min- 
utes, then remove what is left; feed 
four or five times a day. Chicks 
grow when they are consutning the 
maximum of feed and they will 
do this only when they are hungry 
between feedings. Feed all the 
grain in alittle clover or straw. 
Green feed should be given at noon; 
lettuce or chopped dandelions are 
very good. A good thing is to give 
the chicks a warm mash at noon of 
equal parts of shorts, crushed oats, 
Victory meal and connmeal, a 
pinch of salt and pepper to flavor. 
Also mix with same your clean 
= scraps. 
\ 


Cod liver oil is essential during | 


cold weather or dull days; it devel- 
ops bone, muscle plumage and 
keeps the chicks supplied with the 
neeessary vitamins. For chicks up 
to one month, use one ounce in 10 
pounds of dry mash; for older 
chicks and hens, two ounces in 10 
pounds of dry mash. 

Water dishes or founts should be 
washed every day. Keep chicks 
warm and dry, change the litter 
often, especially if you have a large 
number together. Protect chicks 
from colds and draughts.
